A VERY FINELY WRITTEN AND WELL DECORATED CODEX OF THE 
VULGATE, IN THE BEST ENGLISH OR ANGLO-NORMAN STYLE OF 
THE PERIOD. It has very wide plain margins, the text itself 
occupying only one-third of the page. The strap letter before the 
Prologue, which contains at its head a miniature of 8S. Jerome 
writing, is partly damaged, and part of the text faded, and the 
next six ll. are slightly wormed; but the strap in the middle of 
the first leaf of Genesis, extending the whole length of the page, 
representing the Six Days’ Creation, the Resurrected Christ as 
Judge, and the Crucifixion, in eight circular compartments, with 
branch extensions in the top and lower margins of grotesque 
animals, birds and humans, is very fine. ‘The strap before the 
N. T. is remarkably fine, and is in seven divisions, having a sleeping 
figure below and 6 three-quarter-length figures above. Fine half- 
straps are found before the Books of Ruth, Esdras, and Proverbs, 
and also in the historiated initials. THE MS. IS PERFECT, AND 
GENERALLY IN FIRST-RATE CONDITION.

A MAGNIFICENT MANUSCRIPT, WITH SPLENDID DECORA- 
TIONS IN THE HIGHEST STYLE OF FRENCH ILLUMINATING ART 
OF THE PERIOD. It contains no less than 197 miniatures, 202 
large ornamental initials, and hundreds of smaller letters in gold 
and colours. Many pages have rich and elegant half or whole 
borders of floreate scrolls, natural flowers and fruits, interspersed 
with figures of animals, grotesques, etc. ‘The front page of the 
first volume has four miniatures in compartments surrounded by 
a floreate border, in the lower margin of which are two coats-of- 
arms of the family of De Peretier or D’Arcy, the same coat being 
apparently adopted by both families. [The miniatures in this page 
are somewhat rubbed]. This coat is repeated in several borders. 
The miniatures in the text are mostly squares, measuring 34 by 
3 in., on chequered grounds of various colours, some being on rich 
grounds of gold. The miniatures before each book are superb, the 
figures represented being distinctly Jewish. ‘These are painted in 
an oblong form across the page and measure 8 by 4in. ‘The 
miniature before the Psalms is a grand one, measuring 8% by 8 in., 
representing the Deity in gorgeous robes, adored by angels, 
appearing to David; in the border is the legend “H¢ puis hola” 
repeated several times, and below, the coat-of-arms. The page 
before the Proverbs has four miniatures divided by decorated gold 
arches, the whole measuring 8 by 84 in. ; in the border the legend 
“Ht puis hola” is repeated, and the arms are below. The 
miniature before the Prophecies of Jeremiah represents the Deity 
appearing to the Prophet, a nimbed figure of a woman in the 
clouds below, and measures 8 by 74 in. Before the “‘ Lamenta- 
tions” is a large miniature, 74 by 8 in., representing Jeremiah 
before the damaged walls of a city, with the coat-of-arms in the 
bottom border. The beginning of the Book of Daniel has four 
miniatures separated only by thin gold lines, depicting The Refusal 
of the Prophet to worship Nebuchadnezzar’s Idol, The Three 
Children in the burning Fiery Furnace, Belshazzar’s Feast, and

Daniel in the Lions’ Den, the arms and erecta repeated in the 
borders. Before the Prophecies of Zachariah, the miniature 
measures 8 by 5 in. and represents the Prophet preaching to the 
People, with the Deity in the clouds above. Before the Book of 
the Maccabees is a grand decorated arched miniature, measuring 
8 by 8 in., apparently representing The Death of Philip of Macedon, 
who lies on a bed beneath a canopy surrounded by tall courtiers in 
gorgeous robes. Before the Gospel of S. Mathew is a large minia- 
ture, 84 by 8 in., depicting a beautiful figure of the Madonna and 
Infant Jesus, seated on a purple throne, surrounded by kings and 
nobles, the prominent king playing on the harp, with the legend 
“Et puis hola” in large gold letters. Other large miniatures in 
the Gospel of S. Mark represent: The Miraculous Feeding of the 
Five Thousand People (a remarkable group); The Betrayal of 
Christ, and The Agony in the Garden. Before the Gospel of S. 
Luke are represented, in two compartments, The Annunciation 
aud The Birth of the Virgin. At the beginning of S. Paul’s 
Epistles is a large miniature, 6% by 8 in., depicting S. Paul in a 
decorated pulpit delivering his Epistles to the representatives of 
the different Churches, each with a white paper on which are 
inscribed the names of the churches to which the Epistles were 
sent. At the beginning of the First Epistle to the Thessalonians 
is a large miniature, 8 in. square, with a deflected arch, in which 
is represented a group of figures in turbans, the foremost of which 
is presenting a book, bound in green velvet with gold clasps, to a 
kneeling young man; on the right an altar and a shrine of relics. 
Before the Acts of the Apostles is a large miniature, 8 by 54 in., 
representing The Ascension of Christ, the Twelve Apostles with 
the Virgin adoring. ALL THE MINIATURES ARE REMARKABLE for 
their design and execution, the costumes, grouping, harmonious 
colouring, architectural ee and perspective, ane indicate work 
of a first-rate artist of the period. 


The version was commenced in A.D. 1291, when the translator was 


40 years old, and finished in A.D. 1834. Three years subsequently 
he was elected Dean.

of various colours, supporting small arches, containing the nimbed 
heads of the Winged Emblems of the Evangelists, and surmounted 
by a grand arch, all in gold frames; in some of the arches the 
. full symbolical animal is portrayed. ‘THE VOLUME CONTAINS 
we & FIVE VERY BEAUTIFUL FULL-PAGE MINIATURES, the first of which 
yy YY represents an Abbot in alb, tunic and ample chasuble, standing 
a with his abbatial staff between his arms, presenting a book with 
both hands to an Apostle, doubtless the Patron Saint of his 
monastery. ‘The Saint, in tunic and mantle, stands at the side of 
an altar, surmounted by a lofty ciborium, his right hand is raised 
to bless the donor, and his left rests on the rod to which the 
altar veil is suspended. On the altar, which is covered with 
crimson drapery, lies his Evangeliarium ; above is seen the Right 
Hand of God issuing from a cloud, holding the Tau and apparently 
blessing the gift. The other four Miniatures represent the Four 
Evangelists, seated, writing at desks, between two decorated 
pillars, on grounds of burnished gold, with their emblems in the 
arched Tympanum above. The page opposite to each of these

A PERFECT, FINELY WRITTEN AND WELL-PRESERVED CODEX. 
THE LARGE INITIAL MINIATURES ARE OF VERY GREAT BEAUTY, 
of delicate design and execution, some having grotesque endings. 
The large initial 4 before the first psalm consists of interlaced 
scrolls, in the compartments of which are seven figures which seem 
to represent a sort of Stem of Jesse, the figure of Jesse reclining 
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below, the three centre figures are perhaps meant for David, 
Solomon and Christ, with the four Evangelists in the outer spaces, 
on a blue chequered ground, within a gold border. This measures 
4 by 3in. ‘The others are smaller but of similar beauty, measur- 
ing about 2in. square. ‘They occur before the following psalms : 
“ Dominus illuminatio Mea” (Samuel anointing David); “Divi 
Custodiam Vias Meas” (The Judgment of Solomon) ; Quid gloria- 
ris in Malicia” (Execution of a Traitor); “ Dixit insipiens in 
Oorde Suo” (Christ tempted of the Devil); “Salve me jac” 
(David in the Depths); “Hvultate Deo” (Jacob Wrestling with 
the Angel) ; “ Cantate Domino Canticum Novum” (An Angel di- 
recting the three Wise Men to Bethlehem); “ Domine exaudi 
orationem meam” (Christ and David offering a Cup to Him) [Let 
this Cup pass, ete.”]; “ Diait Dominus Domino Meo” (a repre- 
sentation of the Trinity); and before the “ Canticum Ysaie,” an 
interlaced scroll initial C(onfitebor), introducing heads of grotesque 
animals and men. All are on ultramarine grounds with the first 
letters of the text at the side illuminated on brown grounds.

Dominus illuminatio mea”; ~ Custodiam vias meas” ; ~ Diwit 
insipiens in corde suo”; “Salvuum me fac”; “ Kaultate Deo” 
(David playing a peal of four bells) ; “ Cantate Domino Canticum 
novum” ( five priests chanting)”; Dixit Dominus Domino Meo” 
(Father and son seated, the Holy Dove above); and before the 
Missa B.V.M. an $ in two divisions, the Madonna and Child 
enthroned above, monks adoring below, and priests chanting a 
funeral service.
